81) called iif Lor tho famous Irish atiitosinaii. 
Hut as a parlianiLMit of this kind would 
niako Irulaiid virtuully indopundcnt, it is 
not likoly that England will ovur j^nuit it 
willingly. A resolution of (Jrattan'a in 
the Irish- hfttae 6fo6maions road to thu 
offoct that nono but tho king, lords and 
oonnnona of Irolaiid had anthority to 
niako laws for that coinitry. 'I'liia reao- 
Union rucoivod tho aanction of tho En^dish 
crown and (irattan afturwavds eaid 'U ono 
of his Bpoocluid : 

"I underatand that Groat IJritain i 
up in toto every claim to auihoritij oi ei' 
Jirhind. I have not the least idoa that 
in ropealinn (ith of (loorge tho First, that 
Groat Britain Bluudd bo bound to iniiko 
any declaration that »ho had forniorly 
usiir}>rd a powor. No; this would bo a 
fouliuh caution, a dishnnorablo condition; 
*.ho nation that insists on tho liuiniliatioii 
of another is a foolish nation. A.notlier 
piece of {.Teat magnannnity on tho part of 
Orivr.t P.ritain ia that everythiiuj in (jifcn 
np niK-'oiililii'iuillir, this should forever re- 
niovu Huspicinn." 

In ITSo connui.ssionora wuro appointed 
to suttlo iho trado rolationa botwoon tho 
two countries. (Jrattan was disaatiafiod 
with tho result, believing it to bo tho be- 
ginning of the end of Iruland's aelf gov- 
ornnient. Addressing the house on tho 
sulijoot lie said; 

"I'liia bill goes tn tho extinction of the 
most invaluable part of your parliamen- 
tary capacity; it ia a union, mi iii(-r/<ii'/i(, 
creepiiuj union; ii virtual uniiin eataljliali- 
Ing ono will in tho general concerns of 
conimorco und navigation , and repos- 
ing that will in tho parliament 
of Great Britain, a union whore 
our parliament preserves its exiatonco 
after it haa K at its aut hority, and our peo- 
ple are to pay for a parliamuntary eata!)- 
lishinont without any proportion of ))ar- 
liamontury representation. If any body 
of men can still think that tho Irish con- 
stitution ia incompatible witli the exiat- 
onco of tho British empire, a doctrine I 
abjure as aediluin against tho connection, 
but if any body of men are juatilied in 
tliiiikinL' to, I say pi'ri.ili flu: <'m}nrc., liir 
Hie amstilaHon ! All/ nccuiul wish U the 
Briti.sk empire, my Jirat u'w/i, and hmuxlfn 
duty, is to huld the lilierty of Ireland. * * * 
Our iivca are at tho service of the empire, 
but our liberties ! No; we received Iheni 
from our I'ather which ia in heaven, and 
wo will hand them down to our children. 
In tlio meantiuio we will yuard our free 
trade and fruo constitution as our mily 
real resources, they came from the strug- 
gles of groat virtue, and wore tho result 
of much peraeveralice. "

to fehow that a (irattan's parlianionL nud 
independence are one and the aanie tiling. 
Such » parliament would regulate its own

a foreign war, ami wonid ai.so noai wiiii 

HUch siicial (jne.stiona aa land, education, 
otc. l>ut as Kngliind is never likely to 
accede to HUch a parlianunit , and Ireland 
could never maintain it by force, it would 
be moro to the purpoae for Irish national- 
ists to seek local self-govorninont for Iro- 
land, as ^iiis .iclieino would find favor 
with many liiiijliHli penpl..-. If U naid that 
Chainbellain, (Jain|ibel!, Daniierinaii, tho 
Irish secretary, and Sir ThotnaH Brassey, 
have declared in f.wor of il, and sliould 
the (pieatioii be l»rouglit niidor diacuasion 
there is hardly .'iny doubt that tho jiist- 
.nesa of the demiud would maku ilHcIf 
evident to tln^ iimjorily of Miigli.sh HtatcB- 
mun.

Next to lhes(' two most important naval 
liQwers ranks trermany, with modern (!> 
ironclad fiif^ales, 1 ironclad corvettes) liiio- 
of-hattle Khijis, fulUlling all requirmnouts 
of Ihn jireseiit day, and three obsolete iron- 
clad tihi [is (tlu' ironclad frigates Kronpriiiz 
and Frederieli Kiirl, and llie ironclad cor- 
vette IfansaV 11 inod^'m ironclad vessels 
for coast ilcfence (11 ironclad gnn-boats all 
conii)l(^led) , mill 1 obsolete vosHol, tho iron- 
chid Arminius.

Holland, 1 modern battle iihi[) and 17 
modern ironclad veaaols for coast defonoo. 

This aliowa that(!reat Britain atill holds 
first place with lu^r ironclad licet; France, 
second; Germany, third; laly, fourth; 
liuasia, fifth; and Austria, .sixth place. 
France, however, is building at preaent 
fourteen veasela of Iho moat powerful de- 
scription, and eight similarly powerful 
ironclad voasola for coast dofonco, against 
seven line-of ).>attle aiiipa and live ironclad 
cruisers building in Great Britain. In a 
^ few years, therefore, France will bo able 
to dispeau of thirty battle ships, of which 
twolvo aru of firat class fighting power, 
and Great Britain of thirty-tsvo battle 
ships, nuniboring, h(jwovor, only a single 
vosaol of about equal strength to tho 
twolvo French ships. Italy is construct- 
ing five battle ships of iirst clasa power; 
Russia, 3 battle ships and 3 ironclad 
crniaora; Uormany, 1 ironclad cruiser and 
2 ironclail guiiboata; .XiiHtria, 1 battle 
ship; Denmark, 1 ironclad for coast do- 
fence. Great Britain's groat pre eininoiico 
on the seas is, theroforo, most docidodly 
menaced by l''rance, with the completion 
of tlu! ve.snela building by both atates. As 
Great Jiritain ia obliged to emiiloya groat 
portion of her llewt in the Mediterranean, 
and ftt many distant statinna, it may bo 
presumed that from 1887 to 1888 a Fronch 
fleet of 42 ironclads would bo opposed to 
an English fleet of, at most, 30 ironclads, 
including in the latter tho vessels resurvod 
£uc coast defence.
